tbe rapid growth o( hei industries and 
the decreasing number 
of Chinese. 


During the grape pick ing and raieio pack* 
ing season tbe eopply ol reliable labor 
was short last reason, and it is bellered 
that there will be con-td^rable diffi<;ulty 
in RettinR satisfactory labor this season, 
especially during tbe picking season. A 
meeting of raisin K rowers has already 
been held for ihe consideration of this 
qnration, and another meeting will be 
held tomorrow afternoon in DeWitt ball 
in this city. 


The problem is on* of the greatest im- 


portance tu raisin producers, for without 
a sufficient supply of reliable labor to 
gather the crop at the proper time, locoes 
will hs unavoidably sustained. 


I.&st year the plan of bringing laborers 


from San Francisco and other centers of 
population was tried with but indifferent 
eocceia. A good many of those who 
came were not really looking for bard 
work, while among those who came for 
that laudable purpose thero was no or- 
ganisation, and thegrowera found it diffi- 
cult to make contracts with a sufficient 
number at a time to mt-et their require- 
ments.

rapidly ae it may be possible lo Eecuro 
supply of white labor which can be de- 
pended upon to fulfill contracts entered 
into. The sooner this ia accomplished 
the better it will be in tbe opinion of 
THE REPUBLICAN for tbe employera and 
tbe country at large. The faithfulness 
of the Chinese, once so highly extolled 
by employers, ie disappearing, now that 
tbey are 
becoming less 
numerous 


and a disposition to "run the ranch" 
to euit themselves is asset ting itself. 
They are now as quick to go on a strike 
for alight cause aa the white laborer, and 
it is more difficult to make terms with 
them in case of a misunderstanding. 
The same number of white men will per- 
form in the same time nearly double the 
amount of labor as tbe same number ot 
Chinese, and the impossibility of induc- 
ing the Chiaaman to increase bis speed 
even in cage of an emergency, is a draw- 
back often encountered by tho grower 
when rain is threatened or when for 
otber cause it becomes desirable to harry 
the work in band.

after he had been released on bonda the 
council Canted him a license to conduct 
the saloon business in Cbinatown. Con* 
sidorable pressure—pressure which I 
conld not aiford to resist—was brought 
to bear upon me in the matter and tne 
case waa disrated." 


"When was the case dismissed?" 


asked the reporter. 
"It was dismissed before the primary 


election," was the reply. "At tbat time 
Mr. Laning waa running for the nomin- 
ation for district attorney. When the 
article appeared in THE REPUBLICAN 
about a week ago to tbe effect that Mr.

The Weather Jn Fresno, Tulare anfl 


ilci'ccd Counties, and its 


£il'eet on Crops. 


Observer J. R. Williams issued the 


following crap bulletin yesterday: 


United States Department of Agricult- 


ure, Weather Bureau. Crop bulletin 
Mo. 2, for the week ending Monday, 
June 13,1892. 


Fresno district—The, weather for the 


past week has been unusual, to any the 
least-, with continuous cold winds; raio 
and hail on June 9th in the valley and 
12 inches of finow at the timber line on 


ie Sierras. 
Highest temperature during tbo week 


8-i degrees, lowest 48, rainfall .00 of an 
nch; rainfall for the season 9.03 inches, 
which is .75 above the average for the 
past five years. 


Thia weather has developed the cout- 


ure to such an extent that fully 50 per 
cent of tho raiein grapes have fallen, but 
the second crop aud increased acreage 
coining into bearing will make the crop 
nearly as largo as la^t year. It is worthy 
of note that where the Mnecat is grafted 
upon the Sultana and Zinfaudel no ioSB 
has been obeerved. 


The ripanine of tree fruit has been re- 


tarded. Tbe I'Vesuo cannery started 200 
hands working on apricots on Juue llth 
and will increase tho force to SOO soon. 


Tim high winds stopped harvesting, 


but the crews atari out again toda> sad 
hope to finish without any interruption, 
Alfalfa, in coming in in great quantities. 


Oleander district—Uigh winds and low 


temperature have retarded tbe ripening of 
fruit and injured the grapes. 
, Easton district—The weather haa been 
injurious to tho raiein grape; vineyards 
under ti years old BhuW a loiaof RO per 
cent; the older onesa loss of 20 per cent. 


Sanger diatrict—Rainfall 0.9G of an 


inch on June 9th. Cool weather has 
been injurious to raisin grapes, but ben- 
eficial to grain. 


Merced county: Merced district—No 


rainfall: temperature below the average 
with high winds, which will make the 
harvest three weeks later. Heavy dews 
at night. 


Tulare county 
I'ixley district—Tem- 


perature below tbe average; 0 GO of an 
inch rainfall, beneficial to fruits and veg- 
etables. No Further repot tain.

go upon the stand, and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Welsh recommended that 
he should be punished to tbe fall extent 
of tbe law, there being no mitigating 
circumstances whatever. 


Mrs. Coltina testified that Collins was 


under the influence of liquor, but not so 
much as not to know what he was doing. 
He had no valid cause of complaint, hut 
abused hi* family because of his bad 
temper, lie beat bis wife and daughter 
with bis fists and witb a heavy breast 
strap, and called them all sorts of vile 
names. 


The daughter is a moat exemplary 


. oung woman, and has worked hard iu 
order to he enabled to receive such an 
education ae every good American 
should have. 


She worked on her father's vineyard 


almost in the capacity uf a hired man, 
and for two years was employed in the 
Meade packing house. Out of her slen- 
der earnings she saved sufficient to buy a 
horse and her sister's earnings purchased 
a cart. The rie was used to convey her 
to and from school in thia city, five miles 
away from home. 


Thia was not the only act of brutality 


of which Collins was guilty, hut the last 
act was so aggravated that hia family in 
self defense were forced to prosecute 
him. 


The circumstances of tbe c&ae make 


his oftenae all the more aggravating. 
The ollenee of wife ben tine is one of the 
most cowardly and inexcusable iu tbe 
whole category of crime.

ElfrtrU'Uy from Coal. 


A French chomist. who has been giv- 


iiiK considerable attention to tho proble 
of heating ami ligutinK from a single 
source, has devised a novel stove, which 
in appearance resembles an ordinary 
heating stove. It 13 so arranged inter- 
nally that tho waste of heat is utilized 
for tho generation uf electricity. This 
is secured hy it mi in her of rectangular 
boxes of sheet iron, containing tho nec- 
essary metallic elements for furnishing 
tlio current. Thcso elements aro 
Bulatod by asbestus, and tbe cooling'is 
effected partly by tho sliapo ia which 
the metallic alloys are cast nnd partly 
by a circulation of air. 


The current obtained is not great in 


amount, but tho result of this attempt 
seems to bo favorable. Accumulators 
aro used for storing up tho electricity, 
and as tho heating is required for a much 
longer period than for lighting, the elec- 
trical energy, which wonld bo lost dur- 
ing tlic hours of daylight, is saved. A 
point of considerable moment is that the 
beat utilized in tins way is waste heat, 
BO that any portion that can bo recov- 
ered in tho form of electricity is BO much 
gain. Philadelphia .Record.

85 shillings per hundred weight. One of 
the above named firms, Messrs. Petty, 
Wood & Co., informed me personally
